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DETAILED ACTION 

1. As per Applicant's instruction as filed on 05/21/12, claims 1 and 30 have been 
amended, and claims 4-5, 14, 26-27, 32, 35, and 39 have been canceled. 

2. Applicant's remarks as filed on 05/21/1 2 have been considered. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
Claims 1-3, 6-13, 15-25, 28-31, 33-34, 36-38, and 40-42 are allowed. 
Independent claims 1 and 30, and corresponding dependent claims 2-3, 6-13, 

15-25, 28-29, 31 , 33-34, 36-38, and 40-42 (by virtue of dependencies) are allowed as 
having incorporated the allowable subject matter (the claims 1 and 30 amended 
features). 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the novel features 
(allowable subject matter) as specified in independent claims 1 and 30.
